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Riders give insight 
into Red Line fire 

George Pudlo of Lakeview said he was on his way to a housewarm- 
ing party in Rogers Park on Sunday afternoon when he spotted 
smoke on his northbound Red Line train. 

A few minutes later, the train operator announced over the in- 
tercom there was a fire on the tracks so the train had to wait before 
heading to the Clark/Division stop, Pudlo said. 

Pudlo said about 8 to io minutes passed before the operator told 
passengers not to exit the train. 

As the smoke started pouring in, Pudlo, who said he is prone to 
panicking, grabbed the bottle of prosecco he was bringing to the 
party and started breathing into the sparkling wine’s brown paper 
bag. 

“It was like being inside of a closed garage with a car running,” 
said Pudlo, 24. “Everyone was wondering, What the heck are we 
supposed to do?’ ” 

Eventually, the train inched to the Clark/Division station, and 
Pudlo said riders in his train car pried open the car doors. Pudlo said 
he didn’t recall the operator making an announcement about how 
the passengers were supposed to exit the train car. 

“No one had any idea what was going on,” Pudlo said. “I felt the 
CTA handled it very poorly” 

CTA president Rich Rodriguez said Monday the agency is 
looking into reports from passengers about the CTA’s immediate 
response to the Red Line fire, which sent 19 people to the hospital. 
The agency said Monday the incident was the result of grease being 
ignited on the tracks. 

“We received positive responses in terms of customers actually 
on the system being informed properly, but there’s also been some 
reports of individuals not being informed of what was going on. So 
we’re pulling video, we’re interviewing our operators and trying to 
find out exactly what may have happened,” Rodriguez said. 

Chris Johnson, 38, of Lakeview, told RedEye he thought CTA 
workers did a good job helping passengers off the train. 

But Lindsey Ball of the South Loop said she was “very, very 
shocked and upset” over the CTA’s communication with riders dur- 
ing the fire. 

Ball, 27, said when smoke began to seep into her train car, riders 
pulled their shirts over their mouths and tried to contact the opera- 
tor. 

“You could tell people were hitting the call button and saying, 
‘The cars are filling with smoke,’ ” Ball said. “The only thing that the 
operator said was, We’re almost at the station.’ ” 

Ball said when they reached the station, no one helped riders of 
her car exit the platform. Instead, they banded together to leave the 
station. 

‘All the other passengers really came together and helped each 
other out a lot,” Ball said. “It was pitch black.”

Two teenage boys who were murdered and left 
along some South Side railroad tracks may have 
been attacked following a party Sunday sources 
said. 

The naked bodies of the victims, who had not 
been identified by authorities, were found about 
9 a.m. Monday in the 9000 block of South Hol- 
land Road in West Chatham. Sources said both 
were 17 years old and had been shot. 


One of the victims was identified by his grand- 
mother as Olayinka Ibitoye. Luella Smith said her 
grandson and the second victim had attended a 
party Sunday 

Law enforcement sources confirmed that the 
victims had been at a party and that detectives 
were investigating links between the murders and 
reports of two abductions— one at 48th Street 
and Indiana Avenue and another at 320 E. 51st St. 

Smith said the family found out late Sunday 


evening from people who were with her grandson 
and the other victim that Ibitoye had been ab- 
ducted. Ibitoye ’s family reported him missing and 
began searching for him, Smith and sources said. 

The motive for the slayings was not clear, sourc- 
es said. 

“I hadn’t heard about anything he was mixed up 
in,” Smith said. “He was just a nice kid. He was 
so tall. He loved basketball. We were hoping he 
would go on to college.”

Friday— after violent storms hit the 
city— to 6:39 Monday morning. 

On Sunday Chicago Police Superintendent 


Jody Weis acknowledged a high number shootings 
over the weekend and attributed more than half 
of them to the work of gangs. 

The total from overnight Sunday into Monday 
morning was at least 18, including a i-year-old girl 
who suffered a graze wound and a 44-year-old man 
who was shot in the head and killed. 


The last reported shooting was a man shot in 
the head at 6:39 a.m. in the 11300 block of South 
Ada Street in the Roseland neighborhood. He was 
in critical condition at Christ Medical Center in 
Oak Lawn as of press time Monday Police said 
they were looking for a particular individual in the 
case.

pleads 

guilty 

□ NEW YORK A Pakistan-born U.S. citizen 
pleaded guilty Monday to carrying out the 
failed Times Square car bombing, saying he want- 
ed it known that unless the U.S. stops attacking 
Muslim lands, “we will be attacking U.S.” 

Faisal Shahzad, 30, entered the plea in U.S. 
District Court in Manhattan just days after a fed- 
eral grand jury indicted him on 10 terrorism and 
weapons counts, some of which carried manda- 
tory life prison sentences. 

Shahzad made the plea and an accompanying 
statement as U.S. District Judge Miriam Gold- 
man Cedarbaum began asking him a lengthy 
series of questions to ensure he understood his 
rights. She did not immediately accept the plea. 

Cedarbaum asked Shahzad if he understood 
he might spend the rest of his life in prison. He 
said he did. 

At one point, she asked him if he was sure he 
wanted to plead guilty 

He said he wanted “to plead guilty and 100 
times more” to let the U.S. know that if it did 
not get out of Iraq and Afghanistan, halt drone 
attacks and stop meddling in Muslim lands, “we 
will be attacking U.S.” 

The Bridgeport, Conn., resident was arrested 
trying to leave the country May 3, two days after a 
gasoline-and-propane bomb failed to ignite in an 
SUV parked near a Broadway theater. 


Movie to open 
despite protests 

□ TOKYO “The Cove,” an Oscar-winning film 
about a dolphin-hunting village in Japan, 
will be shown in the country, despite pressure 
from nationalist groups that caused several the- 
aters to cancel screenings. 

The domestic distributor, Unplugged, said 
Monday that six theaters around the country will 
start showing the movie July 3, with 16 more to 
show it later. 

Initial screenings of the film at three other 
theaters were canceled early this month after 
protests by nationalist groups, who say the film 
is anti-Japanese, distorts the truth and has deep 
connections with a militant anti-whaling organi- 
zation.

Get ready for glut 
of new kid movies

So it turns out the 
box office is not a 
place of hopelessness 
and despair. It’s just a 
place of hopelessness 
and despair for those 
who are not children. 

That may sound a 
little dramatic, espe- 
cially because mov- 
ies aimed at sophis- 
ticated adults— i.e. 

“Winter’s Bone” and 
“Cyrus”— are performing well within their 
(very) limited parameters. But for the bigger- 
budgeted films, the kind studios spend most 
of their time and money producing, it’s barely 
an exaggeration. For the second week in a row 
this summer, the box office showed signs of 
life. And for the second week in a row, the 
instrument providing the CPR was a movie 
aimed at (and seen by) kids and the parents 
who take them: “Toy Story 3,” which grossed 
$109 million out of the gate. 

That follows last week’s surprise $56 mil- 
lion for “The Karate Kid” (a movie perform- 
ing so well that it didn’t seem to suffer from 
the encroachment of “Toy Story,” which 
sought almost exactly the same audience this 
week). 

And it further follows a litany of disap- 
pointments for movies aimed at everyone 
else, as everyone else seems to be rejecting 
what studios are offering them— the teen and 
20 -something action junkies who didn’t turn 
out for “Prince of Persia” or “The A-Team,” 
the 30- and 40-something women who didn’t 
turn out for “Sex and the City 2,” the young 
comic-book fans who didn’t turn out for 


“Kick-Ass,” the, well, whoever it was studios 
were aiming at with “Jonah Hex.” 

Of course adults went to see, and in many 
cases enjoyed, both “Toy Story” and “The Ka- 
rate Kid,” but it’s impossible not to notice a 
trend in all this: Families are the ones going to 
the movies these days. 

That’s not just a summer phenomenon. 
Most of the big hits among the 2010 releases 
have been a movie whose primary if not over- 
whelming, audience is children 12 and under, 
including “How to Train Your Dragon” and 
“Shrek Forever After.” 

There’s no way of knowing how panicky 
studio executives will react to all this. But if 
past experience is any indication, they tend to 
overcompensate in the direction the wind is 
blowing. So family films that are in develop- 
ment will get pushed up the pipeline; mov- 
ies aimed at everyone else get pushed back. 
Smart movies aimed at kids aren’t a bad 
thing, of course; Hollywood could certainly 
use more “Toy Storys” and “Dragons.” But if 
those are the only options at the multiplex on 
a Saturday night, that hardly seems welcome 
either.
